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PART XIX 

MISCELLANEOUS 

361. Protection of President and Governors and Rajpramukhs. — (1) The President, or the 
Governor or Rajpramukh of a State, shall not be answerable to any court for the exercise and 
performance of the powers and duties of his office or for any act done or purporting to be done by 
him in the exercise and performance of those powers and duties: 

Provided that the conduct of the President may be brought under review by any court, tribunal or 
body appointed or designated by either House of Parliament for the investigation of a charge under 
article 61: 

Provided further that nothing in this clause shall be construed as restricting the right of any 
person to bring appropriate proceedings against the Government of India or the Government of a 
State. 

(2) No criminal proceedings whatsoever shall be instituted or continued against the President, or 
the Governor '*** of a State, in any court during his term of office. 

(3) No process for the arrest or imprisonment of the President, or the Governor '*** of a State, 
shall issue from any court during his term of office. 

(4) No civil proceedings in which relief is claimed against the President, or the Governor 1 *** of a 
State, shall be instituted during his term of office in any court in respect of any act done or 
purporting to be done by him in his personal capacity, whether before or after he entered upon his 
office as President, or as Governor **** of such State, until the expiration of two months next after 
notice in writing has been delivered to the President or the Governor 2 ***, as the case may be, or 
left at his office stating the nature of the proceedings, the cause of action therefor, the name, 
description and place of residence of the party by whom such proceedings are to be instituted and 
the relief which he claims. 

3 [361A. Protection of publication of proceedings of Parliament and State Legislatures. — (1) 

No person shall be liable to any proceedings, civil or criminal, in any court in respect of the 
publication in a newspaper of a substantially true report of any proceedings of either House of 
Parliament or the Legislative Assembly, or, as the case may be, either House of the Legislature, of 
a State, unless the publication is proved to have been made with malice: 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to the publication of any report of the 
proceedings of a secret sitting of either House of Parliament or the Legislative Assembly, or, as the 
case may be, either House of the Legislature, of a State. 

(2) Clause (1) shall apply in relation to reports or matters broadcast by means of wireless 
telegraphy as part of any programme or service provided by means of a broadcasting station as it 
applies in relation to reports or matters published in a newspaper. 

Explanation. — In this article, "newspaper" includes a news agency report containing material for 
publication in a newspaper.] 

4 [361B. Disqualification for appointment on remunerative political post. — A member of a 
House belonging to any political party who is disqualified for being a member of the House under 
paragraph 2 of the Tenth Schedule shall also be disqualified to hold any remunerative political post 
for duration of the period commencing from the date of his disqualification till the date on which 
the term of his office as such member would expire or till the date on which he contests an 
election to a House and is declared elected, whichever is earlier.

363. Bar to interference by courts in disputes arising out of certain treaties, agreements, 
etc. — (1) Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution but subject to the provisions of article 143, 
neither the Supreme Court nor any other court shall have jurisdiction in any dispute arising out of 
any provision of a treaty, agreement, covenant, engagement, sanad or other similar instrument 
which was entered into or executed before the commencement of this Constitution by any Ruler of 
an Indian State and to which the Government of the Dominion of India or any of its predecessor 
Governments was a party and which has or has been continued in operation after such 
commencement, or in any dispute in respect of any right accruing under or any liability or 
obligation arising out of any of the provisions of this Constitution relating to any such treaty, 
agreement, covenant, engagement, sanad or other similar instrument. 

(2) In this article — 

(a) "Indian State" means any territory recognised before the commencement of this 
Constitution by His Majesty or the Government of the Dominion of India as being such a State; 
and 

(b) "Ruler" includes the Prince, Chief or other person recognised before such commencement 
by His Majesty or the Government of the Dominion of India as the Ruler of any Indian State. 

'[363 A. Recognition granted to Rulers of Indian States to cease and privy purses to be 
abolished. — Notwithstanding anything in this Constitution or in any law for the time being in 
force — 

(a) the Prince, Chief or other person who, at any time before the commencement of the 
Constitution (Twenty-sixth Amendment) Act, 1971, was recognised by the President as the 
Ruler of an Indian State or any person who, at any time before such commencement, was 
recognised by the President as the successor of such ruler shall, on and from such 
commencement, cease to be recognised as such Ruler or the successor of such Ruler; 

(b) on and from the commencement of the Constitution (Twenty-sixth Amendment) Act, 
1971, privy purse is abolished and all rights, liabilities and obligations in respect of privy purse 
are extinguished and accordingly the Ruler or, as the case may be, the successor of such Ruler, 
referred to in clause (a) or any other person shall not be paid any sum as privy purse.]

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364. Special provisions as to major ports and aerodromes. — (1) Notwithstanding anything in 
this Constitution, the President may by public notification direct that as from such date as may be 
specified in the notification — 

(a) any law made by Parliament or by the Legislature of a State shall not apply to any major 
port or aerodrome or shall apply thereto subject to such exceptions or modifications as may be 
specified in the notification, or 

(b) any existing law shall cease to have effect in any major port or aerodrome except as 
respects things done or omitted to be done before the said date, or shall in its application to such 
port or aerodrome have effect subject to such exceptions or modifications as may be specified in 
the notification. 

(2) In this article — 

(a) "major port" means a port declared to be a major port by or under any law made by 
Parliament or any existing law and includes all areas for the time being included within the 
limits of such port; 

(b) "aerodrome" means aerodrome as defined for the purposes of the enactments relating to 
airways, aircraft and air navigation. 

365. Effect of failure to comply with, or to give effect to, directions given by the Union. — 

Where any State has failed to comply with, or to give effect to, any directions given in the exercise 
of the executive power of the Union under any of the provisions of this Constitution, it shall be 
lawful for the President to hold that a situation has arisen in which the Government of the State 
cannot be carried on in accordance with the provisions of this Constitution. 

366. Definitions. — In this Constitution, unless the context otherwise requires, the following 
expressions have the meanings hereby respectively assigned to them, that is to say — 

(1) "agricultural income" means agricultural income as defined for the purposes of the 
enactments relating to Indian income-tax; 

(2) "an Anglo-Indian" means a person whose father or any of whose other male progenitors 
in the male line is or was of European descent but who is domiciled within the territory of India 
and is or was born within such territory of parents habitually resident therein and not established 
there for temporary purposes only; 

(3) "article" means an article of this Constitution; 

(4) "borrow" includes the raising of money by the grant of annuities, and "loan" shall be 
construed accordingly;

(5) "clause" means a clause of the article in which the expression occurs; 

(6) "corporation tax" means any tax on income, so far as that tax is payable by companies 
and is a tax in the case of which the following conditions are fulfilled: — 

(a) that it is not chargeable in respect of agricultural income; 

(b) that no deduction in respect of the tax paid by companies is, by any enactments which 
may apply to the tax, authorised to be made from dividends payable by the companies to 
individuals;

367. Interpretation. — (1) Unless the context otherwise requires, the General Clauses Act, 1897, shall, 
subject to any adaptations and modifications that may be made therein under article 372, apply for the 
interpretation of this Constitution as it applies for the interpretation of an Act of the Legislature of the 
Dominion of India. 

(2) Any reference in this Constitution to Acts or laws of, or made by, Parliament, or to Acts or laws of, or 
made by, the Legislature of a State 2 , shall be construed as including a reference to an Ordinance made by 
the President or, to an Ordinance made by a Governor 3 ***, as the case may be. 

(3) For the purposes of this Constitution "foreign State" means any State other than India: 

Provided that, subject to the provisions of any law made by Parliament, the President may by order 4 
declare any State not to be a foreign State for such purposes as may be specified in the order.
